2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-12 and 21 meet the criteria set out in PCT Articles 33(2)-(3) because the specific video subscriber device are neither taught nor 
suggested in the prior art. 

In regards to the P reference (Perlman), the arguments regarding the switch configured to simultaneously separate are not persuasive. A 
switch selects a signal from two signals inputted into the switch, therefore if two signals are being simultaneously received then clearly 
the switch simultaneously selects one of the signals, thereby simultaneously switching between two signals. 

Claims 1-12 and 21have industrial applicability under PCT Article 33(4) because the subscriber video device can be made or used in the 
television industry.
